a service organization to a 
neighborhood economic de-

The ECCO boundary has 
been expanded to include 
area from Parsons to Rhoads 
jAve., on the East and West, 


and from Broad St. to Living- 
ston Ave., on the North and 
South, an enlargement from 
40 to 175 blocks, in keeping 
with stipulations of one of 
three 'ECCO funding agen- 
cies, the Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO)., The other 
agencies are CMACAO and 
Model Cities. 

Mrs. Lowry said all OEO 
specifications had been met 
in an effort to eliminate chan- 
ces of rejection of ECCO's 
funding application.

She said records show that 
ECCO was granted $251,000, 
however the money was not 
given in a lump sum but 
passed out in smaller 
amounts earmarked for ex- 
penditure in certain areas. 

“If the breakdown was not 
understood it would appear 
that the total amount had 
been granted for housing re- 
habilitation, and it would 
seem ECCO had not accom- 
plished enough for the 
money, however only $42,607 
went for housing. $140,000 
was specifically allocated 
and used for the training of 
underemployed or unem- 
ployed men,"’ said Mrs. 
Lowry.

Rev. Jordan expressed 
concern for those people 
who live outside of the 
geographical target areas 
established by such pro- 
grams and for those who are 
Ineligible Yor assistance 
because their income is just 
above the federal govern- 
ment poverty index. He 
stressed the need for unity 
and coordination among pro- 
grams aimed at helping the 
poor and encouraged greater 
decentralization of such ser- 
vices. 

Federal guidelines that pre- 
determined geographical 
boundaries were explained 
by Or. Rosemond who added 
that “census figures play an 
important role in deciding 
where services are needed.” 
He alluded to the theory, 
espoused by many anti- 
poverty workers, that the 
number of poor and near 
Poor increase each year and 
there is a need to revise 
current catologing methods 
which eliminate many of 
those in need. 

Rev. Jordan said that city, 
county, state and federal 
resources should become 


more involved in making . 


recreational opportunities 
available to youth. “This 
deplorable lack of recrea- 
tional services,'’ he said, 
“may be one reason why our 
youth afe wrecking their 
minds:and bodies with drugs. 
The idle mind is a devil's 
workshop.” 

Rosemond encouraged 
grass roots citizen participa- 
tion through civic associa- 
tions to make needs known 
to private and public agen- 
cies. Such organizations 
should document needs and 
present them to the various 
social welfare agencies, he 
said,

“Our current dependency 
on federal funds has /eft us in 
a crucial situation,” he con- 
tended, “eventually all funds 
for the operations of such 
programs will be cut off. 
What happens to the 
economically disenfran- 
chised people then?" he 
asked, 


“This distinct possibility 
more than ever points out the 
need for these agencies to 
become economically in- 
dependent of the federal 
government,” he commented.

The study, writlen by 
Charles Rooks, Deputy Direc- 
tor of VEP, also argues that 
the Republican Party should 
not exclude southern blacks 
from its national convention 
just because they appear to 
be captives of the 
Democratic Party. 

Dr. Rooks pointed out that 
in 1968, only 5.5 per cent of 
the delegates. to the 
Democfatic Convention and 
2.4 per cent of the delegates 
and alternates to the 
Republican Convention were 
black. 

According to statistics 
collected by Dr. Rooks, the 
black support in the 1968 
Presiuential election amoun- 
ted to more than 50 per cent 
of the entire Democratic ‘vote 
in six southern states and 
over 30 per cent in the other 
five states.

At most 
sessions, there were as many 
People on the outside as 
were on the inside. 

Committees and delega- 
tions had’ difficulty finding 
meéting rooms. Communiica- 
tions between various seg- 
ments of the Convention were 
difficult ang, at times non 
existent. Thousands of dele- 
gates and visitors had to live 
in Chicago and commute. 

Although most persons at- 
tending were serious and 
sober, a group of thieves 
operated through the crowds 
and in the motels. Many 
delegates_lost everything 
they had except what they 
had on their backs. 

It was in this kind of a set-

“The Gary Declaration:

Seven recommendations including a suggestion to 
establish a Big Ten Equal Opportunity Committee 

“presenies to the Big Ven Tuesday by Dr. Robert=L.” r 
director of Michigan State University’s Center for Urban Af- 
fairs. 

Testifying before the Joint Group of Faculty Represen- 
tatives and Athletic Directors as a point of privilege exten- 
ded to Michigan State, Dr, Green offered evidence concer- 
ning his claims of Big Ten racial discrimination made in a 
press conference on Feb. 10. 

» The most glaring examples of racial discrimination in 
Big Ten athletes, Dr. Green told the Chicago gathering, oc- 
cur in the area of employment. 

“The Big Ten universities,” he said, “currently employ 
40 officials in football and 36 in basketball. Of these, two — 
one in football and one in basketball - are black, 

“Only 2.6 percent of the officials in Big Ten football 
and basketball are black, yet black athletes constitute from 
30 to 60 percent of the players in these sports.” 

The lack of black officials, Dr. Greén added, is only 
exceeded by the lack of black employees in Big Ten athietic 
departments. 

“Of the seven universities surveyed,” he emphasized, 
“there are no black team physicians and no blacks employed 
in any other capacity by the athletic departments ‘except for 
a few black custodians and two black trainers and only a few 
black assistant or freshman coaches.” 

Focusing on the plight of the black athlete, Dr. Green 
Stated that many less fortunate white athletes are faced with 
similar problems but that race becomes a critical factor. 

Pointing to a study at one Big Ten university, Dr. 
Green explained that only 46.5.percent of the black athletes 
who had entered school between 1960 and 1964 had 
received their degrees by 1970. The comparable figure for 
white athletes was 82.3 percent. 

“This study also showed," Dr. Green stated, ‘that of 
the athletes who do graduate, it takes the white athlete an 
average of 15 terms to complete his degree and it takes the 
black athlete an average of 16.4 terms. 

“There are many reasons for the low graduation. rate 
of black athletes. We believe that the prime reason is the low 
expectations of academic ability shown the black athletes by 
their white coaches; professors and-fellow-students.” = 

Dr, Green emphasized the need to. stress education 
and provide appropriate counseling. 

Urging that an interim report on these problems by 
submitted by the Joint Group to the Big Ten Commissioner 
rior to the scheduled May 22-24 meeting, Dr, Green made 
the following recommendations: , 

1. Beginning no later than Fall, 1972, we rongly 
recommend that blacks be hired at every officiating level in 
each sanctioned Big Ten athletic event, Particularly in 
basketball and football. 

2. A Big Ten Equal Opportunity Committee should be 
established: Each university should: have two representatives 

“on the committee, appointed by the president with the advice 
of the athlete director,the faculty-representative;-and black 
and white athletes, Representatives from each school should 
be black. The committee would be charged with examining 
the hiring policies at specific Big Ten schools. The commit- 
te@ would work with equal opportunity committees at each 
individual university to insure that each athletic department 
is desegregated at all levels of employment. We believe that 
a strong and affirmative effort on the part of each university 
will lead to employment for black secretaries, trainers, 
medical personnel, publicity personnel, custodial help, and 
top assistants at every coaching level and within every 
athletic director's office. 7 

_ 3. In spring sports in which each individual schoo! has 
the responsibility of identifying and selecting Big Ten of- 
ficials, an affirmative action policy should be adopted now, 
to include black officials in these roles, 

4. A fifth year plan of financial support should be in- 
stituted. As has been noted, it is rare that an athlete is able 
to complete his degree within the four year period of his 
eligibility. Without this additional assistance, black athletes 
often find it impossible to complete their education once 
eligibility has ended. It is imperative that some kind of finan- 
cial commitment be made to all athletes to help support 
them in finishing their degrees after they have spent four 
years serving their university as athletes. 

5. The athletic departments of each Big Ten university 
should-post the names of each athlete who is holding a sum- 
mer job, where the athlete is employed and how much he is 
earning. Each university should also post a list of jobs 
available for the summer through its resources 

6. Athletic departments should hire black counselors 
to counsel athletes throughout the athletic department with 
special emphasis on the unique needs of black athletes. 

7. We recommend that the Big Ten hire a black 
associate commissioner with a major responsibility for im- 
plementing the recommendations in this report; working 
directly with athletic direcotrs and-faculty representatives in 
desegregating their own universities; and working directly, 
with the Equal Opportunity Committee. His role should be a 
significant one. 

Dr. Green's seven recommendations to the Big Ten of- 
ficials are very interesting, especially paragraph one concer- 
ning basketball and football officials. 

The lack of black officials in football and basketball 
on the high school scene in Columbus is also noticeable. 
We would suggest that Supt. Dr, John Ellis appoint such an 
Equal Opportunity Committee to look into the officiating 
situation in Columbus and give them the power to correct 
these inequities. 

We received a copy of the memorandum Dr. Ellis sent 
to the principals and athletic coaches of all secondary 
schools in Columbus on February 4, 1972. 

“The recent tragedy at the OSU-Minnesota basketball 
game underlines the constant need for principals and 
coaches to give attention to good sportsmanship by word 
and deed,” he said. We agree but who is going to be wat- 
ching those officials ‘ 

“We can never fully predict what will happen in\a 
tense contest,” the superintendent added. “Tempers flare 
and thoughtless actions occurs without warning. Referees 
are human and they can miss calls that cause ill will.” We 
agree, especially after watching the Linden-Upper Arlington 
game. Arlington made 25 of 31 free throws and Linden made 
three of three which came in the first ten minutes of the 
game. The Panthers did not get a free throw in the second 
half because Arlington played perfect ball.’” 


The Superintendent also said, “Coaches have an 
enormous responsibility to set the tone for the team and 
their fans. Shouting at the referees, getting technical fouls, 
and otherwise taking actions that Provoke players or fans to 
anger are not viewed lightly by me, nor should they be by 
any principal who asserts prope leadership. Such action are 
Clearly unacceptable for a Columbus coath.” We agree. Now 
it is your move, Mr. Superintendent, 

The time has come when more black officials must be 
used in the city league and the tournaments. There has 
never been a black official used in the Central District Tour 

“nament sitice its Béyinning in 1923. Black officials have been 
used in the Regional and State tournaments but not in the 
Central District. ° 
Or. Ellis further stated that he would “back up prin- 
cipals and coaches who exert proper leadership in the event 
they need to discipline those under their supervision.” We 
agree, Mr. Superintendent, you should support your-staft. 
- . Not-use the positive approach. Why not 
JF use the Influence of your good office to see that a black 
principal or a black coach is assigned to predominate white 
schools like Whetstone and Wainut Ridge.

or-residential lots, in adver- 
tising the sale or rental of 
housing, in the provision of 
real estate brokerage ser- 
vices.

David Hilliard Chief of 
Staff of the Black Panther 
Party, has been indicted by a4 
federal grand jury on charges 
of making false statements 
under oath to obtain govern- 
ment funds to aid his defense 
against a charge of 
threatening President Nixon's 
life 

Acting Attorney offeral 
Richard G Kleindienst said 
the’ three-count indictment 
was returned in US District 
Court in San Francisco 

The indictmant said 
“Hillvard’s” deciarations were 
made on January 28, 1971 
during his testimony before a 
Federal court to determine if 
he was indigent and thereby 
entitled, to receive governe 
ment tuAds—lor_his_delense— 
on a Criminal charge 

The charge of threatening 
the life of the President was 
later dismissed by US» 
District Court.in San Fran- 
ciscq and is or appeal by the

The indictment said Hilliard 
was seeking funds to hire ex- 
pert witnesses.

Score One For Justice 


_ _ Last week Judge John-T. Patton of 
Cuyahoga County Common Pleas 
Court, courageously moved to open 
the way for a long needed reform in 
a bail bond system that, by its 
‘punitive nature, had led to numerous 
unfair arrests over the years, 

By ordering bonds posted in 
Municipal Court to continue in force 
until a suspect has been arraigned 
in Common Pleas Court, Judge Pat- 
ton has lent a sympathetic ear to the 
complaints of defense lawyers, who 
have protested the unfairness of the 
common practice of ‘‘double 

+ jeopardy” bonding. 

Prior to Judge Patton's ruling, a 
person indicted by Cuyahoga County

begins when he is indicted by the 
grand jury. This often takes as long 
as six weeks between the two ac. 
tions. 

In many instances, a warrant was 
issued for the arrest of the defendant 
(out on bail) and without warning, he 
was arrested and placed in county 
jail. 


The. new bail procedure will now 
allow a person, not formally bound 
over to the Grand Jury, to remain out 
of jail on his original bond set. at his 
preliminary hearing in Municipal 
Court until he has been given a for- 


* mal hearing in Common Pleas Court 


and a new bail bond set. 

The purpose of bail bond is simply 
fo assure the appearance in court of 
the defendant, and not designed to 
act as punishment for a crime for 
which the defendant may sub- 
sequently be found innocent. 


Principal victims of the previous 
unfair policy has been those who are 
poor-and/or-black. Judge -Patton’s 
order serves to open the door for 
enlightened law enforcement in 
these parts, and deserves wide ap- 
proval.

Sickle Cell Bill Pushed 


State Rep. Troy Lee James (D- 
Cleveland), like black people across the 
nation, is concerned about Sickle Cell 
Anemia, a disease. which primarily af- 
fects black persons. Last week, during a 
hearing on his bill aimed at involving the 
State in the fight against this disease, 
James told the House there are tore 
than a million blacks in Ohio who could 
have the disease or its traits. . 

James, a candidate for reelection in 
the newly created Ninth House District-at- 
the primary contest on May 2, is the chief 
Sponsor-of-two~bills designed to make 
Studies of Sickle Cell ‘disease and to 
ultimately prevent it. 

‘James said Ohio will have to move fast 
if it hapes to get federal funds to battle 
the illness. Certain states are going to be 
used as federal testing sites and will get 
additional funds, he said. “I want to see 


_.. — -Ohio- as one of those test states." te ~Stvoke he suffered last November. 


said. 

One of his measures would have black 
children tested for the disease before 
they enter school. The other one calls for 
establishing a program to. detect and 
treat the disease, while providing 
rehabilitation and counseling for its vic- 
tims. 

Rep. John D. Thompson Jr., another 
black Cleveland Democrat, also spon- 
sored a bill aimed at tackling the -dread- 
ful disease. His measure would have 
black persons to undergo a Sickle Cell 
test when applying for marriage licenses. 

All three bills are expected to be 


feferred to a subcommittee whioh will 


consolidate them into a single measure 
before any further House action is taken 
on them, 

Thompson is also a’ candidate for 
reelection in Cleveland's 15th House 
District at the Primary Election. He is ser- 
ving his first term, while James is com- 
Pleting his third term in the House.

Two years ago black state Legislators 
kicked up a lot of sand and boycotted 
meetings at the Columbus Athletic Club 
because it discriminated against blacks. 
Along about that same time, the late 
Merle McCurdy of Cleveland threatened 
to cancel a speaking engagement with 


private club. As a result of his balking, 
the meeting was_switched to a local 
hotel and McCurdy accepted the 
engagement. 

Last-week, the club management slam- 
med its doors on .another State 
Legislator. Only this time race was not 
the factor. But in a way the ban was even 
more vicious, for Sen. Robert E. Stock- 
dale, a Kent Republican, was denied ac- 
commodation because he was 
recovering from a heart attack and 

Worse yet, he had been living at the 
club since coming to the Legislature 
many years ago. “They told me they 
don't allow people with a physical im- 
pairment to live there, and kicked me 
out,” Stockdale was quoted as saying. 

This same newspaper, a daily not 
published in Columbus, quoted another 
lawmaker as saying “that place is just 
terrible; they bow down to and honor 
black football stars at their touchdown 
banquet, then they won't even let a black 
man in there.” 


Since this elite private club is licensed—, 


by the state to sell booze, to ban either 
blacks or a person with a physical im- 
pairment like Stockdale; who limped-into 
the club with one arm virtually stiff, 


have had their careers dashed to 
smithereens. 

Despite this fact, the Communists 
seem to be able every once in a while to 
snare other victims within our race.

The ClO. long recognized as the labor 
Organization most opposed. to 
segregation and discrimination, went to 
bat against Jim.Crow when 150 
delegates to the CIO National Education 
Conterence staged an 8-1/2 hour “‘sit-in” 
at the Neil House Hotel coffee shop 
because of "discrimination against tour 
Negro delegates

Unexpected Development 


Just when President Nixon had suc- 
ceeded in putting a galaxy of Democratic 
presidential hopefuls on the defensive, a 
hard-nosed, inquisitive investigative re- 
porter, one Jack Anderson, has come up 
with a modern-day version of the old 
Teapot Dome Scandal, to give him some 
uneasy moments, 

Anderson, in a syndicated column 
that follows the format made famous by 
the late Drew Pearson, has come up with 
arevelation of wheeling and dealing bet- 
ween Nixon aides and International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Corporation, in 
which the giant corporation is charged 
with having arranged with the Nixon ad- 
ministration to settle a huge anti-trust 
case by guaranteeing some $400,000 of 
the financing for the coming Republican 
National Convention in San Diego Cali- 
fornia in August of this year: 

Naturally, the administration officials 
allegedly involved, including former At- 
torney General John N. Mitchell, and his 
Projected successor, Richard G. Klein- 
dienst, have disavowed any hanky-panky 
with ITT, but since nobedy has started 
talking. about suing Anderson. for libel, 
the public has generally accepted the 
basic truth of the charges. 

That there is no more public uproar 
over the revelation that big business 
giants feel no compunction about using 
their cash resources to influence our 
government, indicates the continuing 
erosion of the morality, not alone of 
government officials, but of the general 
public. 

Twenty years ago, such a revelation, 
or even a whiff of such a scandal, would 
have obliterated the chances of an in- 
cumbent President serving another term. 
Today, a rather callous public, with a 
convenient memory for dirt, will probably 
not let it exert heavy influence on their 
choice of our next President.

If, and when, the. stiffering Mrs.

Black Conventions Not New 


Although the National Black Political 
Convention held in Gary, Ind., may ap- 
pear to have been the first historic con- 
vention of its type, blacks throughout 
history have held national conventions in 
the interest of advancing and unifying 
their struggles for freedom. 

Notably, three detades before the 
Civil War, blacks had held national con- 
ventions in Philadelphia, Pa., Hartford, 
Conn., Buffalo, N.Y., Troy, N.Y., Cleve- 
land and Rochester, N.Y. Two of the 
major conventions wére held in Cleve- 
land in 1848 and 1854. 

Most of these conventions were not 
called to form permanent organizations, 
but to rally and unify blacks around the 
particular issues and conditions of a 
given time. The national conventions: in 
the 1830's, according to most historians, 
were called to aid freedmen in the North 
and to fight against discrimination, The 
conventions were largely dealing with 
how blacks could become assimilated 
into white middle-class life. However, the 
national conventions shifted emphasis in 
the 1640's. 

The character of the national con- 
ventions in the 1840's were more “‘politi- 
cal" in that the emphasis was around the 
demand for full political equality. Even 
some of the delegates to the conventions 
advocated slave insurrections and-up=- 
risings. 

It is also interesting to note that 
another shift in emphasis and direction 
took place in the 1850's when national 
conventions were held. The Cleveland 
convention-in—1854-advocated-'massive 
emigration of blacks from America, 
feeling their chances for. self-fulfillment 
would be greater elsewhere in the 
Western Hemisphere,” as historians Wil- 
liam and Jane Pease tell us. Therefore; 
the third theme was separatism. 

So we can see that the three 
decades before the Civil War manifested 
three different emphases and directions 
as national conventions were held to 
mobilize blacks in the struggles for 


freedom during that period: assimilation- 
integration; political equality; separa- 
tism. ; 

There were also many state and 
local conventions held to give blacks a 
sense of direction in their struggles. Ben-

There=is constant use of the 
phrase “massive busing for racial 
balance” when the reality’is a little more

Lurid stories have been painted of little 
children trom the suburbs bused- en 
masse to squalid slums, Actually, black 
children have more often been bused 
from the ghettos to become minorities in 
previously all-white schools, When those 
same black children were bused past all- 
white schools to attend all-black ones on 
the other side of ‘town, no objections 
were raised 

Black people are not believers in the 
theory that it takes a seat next to a white 
child to make black kids learn. What we 
want is equal access to equal education. 
And if it takes busing to achieve this, as 
the courts have ruled, then let those who 
Oppose busing come out into the open 
and express racism openly instead of 
hiding behind code-words and distor- 
tions of fact. 


jamin Quarles, a black historian, has re- 
vealed that a decade before the Civil 
War, six out of the seven state conven- 
tions in’ Ohio were held In Columbus. 
One was held in the state’ legisiature. 
The conventions protested against pollti- 
cal discrimination in Ohio age against 
the infamous Black Codeés:of Ohio. 

J. Mercer Langston participated in 
many of the conventions held in Colum- 
bus. He was a graduate of Oberlin 
College and was known, along with 
Henry Highland Garnett, Frederick Doug- 
lass and others, as a national leader of 
the abolitionist movement. James 
Preston Poindexter of Columbus was 
also a prominent participant and or- 
ganizer of those conventions. 

The national convention that was 
held in Rochester, N.Y., did try to 
develop a more permanent national 
black organization, something similar to 
what might take place at the Gary con- 
vention, However, the greatest ‘obstacle 
which all of the conventions faced before 
the civil war was the fact that millions of 
blacks were still in slavery, which 
precluded building a mass base of sup- 
port for the conventions.

This along 
with other factors, accounted for the 
frustrations and. shift- of goals and em- 
phasis in the Cleveland convention 
which saw no other alternative than to 
advocate separatism at that time. 

Similarily, the Gary convention, 
when viewed with an historical perspec- 
tive; will attempt to provide direction and 
unity for the millions of blacks in this 
country. We are not all clear about the 
Strategies and goals that might come out 
of the cofivention, but we will know 
soon.

But this type of 
Criminal action can only be 
stopped or curtailed if people 
will become involved and 
report the things they see 
Rape is also on the upswing, 
he stated, and many cases go 
unreported due to the vic- 
tim’s reluctance to be iden- 
tified. 

Chandler denied that the 
use of drugs was the major 
cause of crime. “Wherever 
you go the topic of conver- 
sation gets around to crime, 
and everyone has the -an- 
swers. Most people place the 
blame on narcotics, and 
while the use of drugs plays 
@ part, it does not-play- the 
major part in the total crime 
picture,” he emphasized. 

He said that about 75 per 
cent of all crimes are commit- 
ted by persons between the 
ages of 16 to 30. “A close 
examination of the reasons 
for these crimes indicate that 
the breakdown in the family 
unit-isargety-tobtame,” he 
Stated. 

“Some parents don't know 
where their children are; and 
some just don’t care where 
they are. And many people 
will not face the fact that 
their-chiidren-could-or woutd 
commit criminal offenses,” 
the prosecutor pointed out. 
“Our daughter has never 
used drugs,’ is an often 
heard phrase, and séidom is 
the assertion correct,"" Chan- 
dler said.

We had an opportunity to have dinner with Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan, educator, author, authority on urban, 
ethnic and minority problems and advisor to presidents, 
when he was in Columbus to speak before the Chrichton 
Club. : 
Mr. Moynihan proved to be more fascinating than we 
had anticipated: He is over six feet tall (which surprised me), 
wears his hair fashionably long with sideburns. He smiles 
easily, has a delightful and sometimes subtle’ sense of humor 
and obviously likes peoplé:-He sesiied™ to enjoy pointed 
questions and the discussion of current social problems. 

He talked a lot about quality education and said that 
he questioned extensive school building programs that did 
not pay enough attention to what would go on in a school 
building once’ it was constructed. He sees the education of 
poor people as being an important route out of the poverty 
dilemma. 

He said he hoped that in all the discussion about 
busing, the central issue of quality education would not go 
by the board. 

In his address to members of the Chrichton Ciub at 
the Gallery. of Fine Arts,.Moynihan_ said, “The. disgraceful 
situation on busing” has emerged “Like a rattlesnake out 
from under a rock, and some of the most decent ‘men in 
American politics are proposing things. that. would tear 
whole hunks out of the 14th Amendment. We are not as 
discriminatory and atrocious as we were,” he said, “but we 
are still a society that separates itself..." 

During a question and answer period, Mr. Moynihan 
was asked how it was that we could send men to the moon 
and couldn't deal with the problems of the cities. Moynihan 
came through like a champ, and said “Because everybody is 
not interested in ridding the cities of their problems.” He 
suggested that when the problems of the city became a 
national priority something would be done. - 

Mr. Moynihan had been asked by the Chrichton Club 
to speak on “The American Presidency, because of his af- 
filiations with’ the Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon ad- 
ministrations, but we suspect that he would have been much 
more at home speaking on current social and educational 
problems. Without enough explanation, Mr. Moynihan said a 
great many of our social institutions. have about exhausted 
their capacity to produce more, and it would have been in- 
teresting to irom just what he meant.

Speaker: For ‘Womanhood’ Event

“Black Women of the 70's” 


_was the theme of the Finer 


Womanhood—Observance 
held by Gamma Zeta Zeta, 
the local chapter of Zeta Phi 
Beta Sorority, Sunday, March 
5, at Woodland Christian 
Church. 

Guest speaker was Mrs. 
'da B. King, a teacher in the 
Gary, Ind., public school 
system, the National 
Historian for Zeta, and the 
only black member of the In- 
diana State of Council of 
Social Studies. 

Stressing that black is that 
which stands out and is that 
which is dominant, Mrs. King 
challenged: black. women: to 
break the traditional barriers 
facing them, “We live in a 
mental invornment,'. said 
Mrs. King, “therefore we 
must visualize the figure of a 
woman-as-it appears in the 
minds of men.
